— Two 
American Army heavy bombers of the 
Flying Fortress type atacked Japanese 
vessels in the harbour at Rabaul, New 
Britain Island, on March 18 and scored 
a direct hit on a lange cruiser. The 
War Department announces this in a 
communiqué, which also gives a com- 
plete list of Army personnel who 
accompanied General MacArthur from 
the Philippines. The list consists of 
fourteen names. 

A Toxyo despatch quoted in a broad- 
cast by the Calais dio, states that 
Japanese marines in Southern Celebes 
captured 1,000 prisoners, including 550 
Dutch troops, and one Colonel. 

Strong new reinforcements have been 
landed on the North Coast of New 
Guinea, German Radio said, quoting 
Japanese front reports. 

The Radio also said that fifty-three 
vessels had been found sunk in the 
harbour at Sourabaya, Java.—(The 
Associated Press.) 


NEW SEA WAR METHODS 


TOKYO, Friday.—The Japanese are 
to revise their methods of sea warfare 
because, “the enemy is employing 
illegal tactics in utter disregard of 
internationai law.” The Cabinet was 
informed of this to-day, and 
stated that the Government have 
notified enemy countries through 
neutral Powers. Domei accuses Britain 
and America of ‘‘extreme warfare 
based on retaliation and hatred.’’ The 
Japanese Navy ‘‘desires to take fair 
and just action respecting international 
law.” Tokyo wireless said: “' Since 
the enemy is employing illegal naval 
warfare tactics in utter disregard of 
international. law, the Imperial Navy 
to-day promulgated an ordinance re- 
vising naval warfare regulations.’’— 
(Reuter.) 


‘LIABILITY -TO--SERVE. IN 
ENGLAND 
IRISH TEST CASE 


The hearing was continued, before 
the Lord Chief Justice (Lord Calde- 
cote) and Justices Humphreys and 
Singleton, in a King’s Bench (London) 
Divisional Court yesterday, of the 
cases in which five Irishmen—among 
them Michael Murray, of James street, 
Blaby, Leicester—were the appellants. 

All had been held by magistrates to 
have disobeyed the orders of the 
Minister of Labour and National Ser- 
vice to undergo medical examination 
for service with the armed forces, and 
had been ordered to submit themselves 
for examination forthwith. 

The case of Murray was argued as a 
test case. It was stated that he was 
born in Roscommon in 1908, and had 
lived in England since 1934. He claimed 
to have retained his Irish domicile, 
and: contended that Eire was a neutral 
State, not subject to allegiance to the 
King, and consequently, as a citizen 
of Eire, he was not liable to be con- 
scripted for military service. 

The Minister of Labour’s reply was 
that Eire had never seceded from the 
Commonwealth of Nations and was a 
British Dominion, and that, therefore, 
Murray was a British subject and 
liable to the common law of England. 

Mr. Serjeant Sullivan, K.C., in his 
final speech for the appellant, said that 
he was a citizen of the Irish Free 
State in 1934, and when he come to 
England, with the intention of return- 
ing, he retained that citizenship. The 
fact that the Irish Free State had 
become Eire did not alter Murray's 
position as a citizen of that State. 

Judgment was reserved. 


REVELATIONS AT RIOM 
TRIAL 


French tanks were in fine trim when 
the Germans attacked in the spring of 
1940, and fought off the Germans with 
success, declared a reserve officer, 
Ragaine, at the Riom “ war guilt” 
trial yesterday. ‘This officer, who com- 
manded the 35th Tank Battalion, said 
that the material at his disposal was 
“out of date when war broke out,” 
but was progressively modernised, and 
gave all satisfaction when it went into 
action. When heavy 
attacked in Belgium in May, 1940, the 
attack was broken up, and they did 
not try again. They never succeeded 
in forcing the French lines in his 
sector. 

General Sciard, who commanded an 
army corps during the war, said that 
morale was good in his division, but 
there was a considerable lack of anti- 
tank and A.-A. equipment.

FIERCE FIGHTING 
ROUND KHARKOV 


RED ARMY CLOSING ON 
VYAZMA 


OSCOW, Friday.—The Russian 
armies on the Central front 
have almost completed the encircle- 
ment of the Rzhey-Vyazma pocket, 
while several hundred miles away 
fighting on the southern Kharkov 
front is becoming ‘‘fiercer and 
fiercer,’’ according to Moscow Radio. 
These are the main features of the 
icture presented by the long Russian 
hattle-line, as Soviet artillery, dive- 
bombers, paratroops, and automatic 
riflemen, carried on fast air-propelled 
sledges, maintain their pressure against 
German key bases. 

The Germans are fighting desperately 
around Vyazma in an attempt to 
check the closing of the Russian ring, 
but, midway between the town and 
Gzhatsk the Red Army men have 
captured Sergoivanovskaya, and three 
pr a inhabited localities have fallen on 
other sectors further west in the 
Smolensk district. 

All along the 1,500-mile front the 
Red Army forces are dealing serious 
blows, while they. bend all their 
energies towards securing the best 
vantage ground from which to conduct 
their own spring offensive. The Ger- 
mans are retreating under the weight 
of Marshal Timoshenko’s attacks, and 
are employing infantry, artillery, tanks 
and ' aa in counter-attacks. The 
Russian advance, however, continues, 
and, says Red Star, the position of 
certain German units has become 
critical. For several hours they fought 
bitterly in an effort to break through, 
but the Soviet troops wore them dowa, 
counter-attacked, and then hurled 
them from the locality geseetes in 
advance for a prolonged defence. 

West of Moscow some Soviet units,’ 
says. General Yeremenko, have driven 
through the German defences; ad- 
vanced 160 miles; liberated six big 
towns and 2,500 inhabited localities ; 
killed 17,000 Germans, and captured 
1,200 tanks, 450,000 shells and enor- 
mous quantities of other weapons and 
equipment.—(Press Association and 
Reuter. ) 


FIELD-MARSHAL VON 


RUNDSTEDT 
BERLIN, Friday.—After a short. 
eriod of rest, General Field-Marshal 
on Rundstedt is to-day again in 

charge of “ a responsible post, under 
the Fuehrer’s orders, This announce- 
ment was made in connection with his 
celebration to-day of the 50th anni- 
versary of his entry into the army.—

RUSSIANS REPORTED IN 


STARAYA RUSSA . 

NEW YORK, Friday.—A-. report 
that Russian forces had entered 
Staraya Russa was broadcast by Vichy 
Radio—heard here by the Columbia 
Broadcasting system—which added 
that the report had = been con- 
firmed.—(Associated Press.) 


GERMAN REPORTS 

BERLIN, . Friday.—Military  -circles 
claim that in recent attacks the first 
battalion of the 312th Soviet Rifle 
Regiment lost 486 of its total comple- 
ment of 784 men. Heavy losses, it is 
added, were sustained by 1,000 reserve 
troops drafted from Antibichobo, in 
Siberia, to the 42nd Guards’ Rifle 
Brigade on March 1. It is also claimed 
that in the Donetz area ten fully-laden 
pees trains were hit and four engines 

estroyed in attacks by Luftwaffe 
bombers. — (Reuter. ) 

The Russians are continuing their 
heavy attacks on the erman- 
Rumanian lines in the Kerch Penin- 
sula, south-east Crimea, German Radio 
said. After a heavy artillery duel the 
Russians launched an attack yesterday 
with 40 to 50 tanks and waves of 
*planes. ‘Throughout the day there 
was violent hand-to-hand fighting. 

The Radio claimed that the attacks 
had been repulsed, and claimed also 
the destruction of 28.tanks, making a 
total of 206 Russian tanks destroyed on 
the Kerch Peninsula between March 13 
and 19.—(Associated Press.) 


SOVIET COMMUNIQUE 

MOSCOW, Friday.—The Soviet com- 
muniqué states:—‘' During March 20 
our troops on several sectors of the 
front waged offensive operations against 
the German Fascist troops, and in- 
flicted heavy losses upon the enemy. 
On March 19, 37 German ’planes were 
destroyed. We lost 14 ’planes on March 
20, six German ‘planes were brought 
down near Moscow.’’—(Reuter.)

Ordinary bread has not been included, but, in accordance with 
the undertaking of League members, it may be used at any one of the 


four meals. 


The meals are based on the time- 
table and requirements of an ordinary 
household, run on a moderate income, 
with a 2 p.m. dinner, light tea, and 
substantial supper at night. Future 
menus will be designed for those who 
dine late. 

The figures in brackets represent 
the unit content of each dish. unit, 
or calory, is the amount of energy (in 
terms of heat) required to raise a 
half-gallon of water 1 degree Centi- 
grade. The normal daily calory 
requirements of a sedentary individual 
are approximately 43,000. Manual 
workers reguire 4,500 daily calories. 

BREAKFAST—Baked apple (40) or 
porridge and milk (245); grilled or 
fried bacon or sausage (150); tea or 
coffee; potato yeast bread, and butter 
(350). Fish, kidney, tomatoes and 
mushrooms may be used to vary 
breakfast menus, : 

DINNER—Oxtail soup; ragout of 
rabbit or roast loin mutton (130); 
potatoes, vegetables (260); apple tart 
(potato pastry) with custard (150). 

TEA—Hot potato tea cakes, with 
butter; potato biscuits (for tea cakes 
and biscuits, 400) , tea. 

SUPPER—Rissoles or baked beans 
and tomato sauce (100); carrot and 
potato salad (100); cheese fingers 
(potato pastry) (250); potato yeast 
bread, and butter (350). 

These unit values are based on the 
amounts of¥each dish which an adult 
would normally eat at one meal. The 
food value is increased by the milk 
which would be added to the tea. 
Recipes for some of the potato dishes 
in this menu will be printed next week. 


EXETER'S “DESPERATE” | 


FIGHT 


TOKYO, Friday. — The British 
cruiser Exeter, her gun _ turrets 
destroyed. “fought desperately ” with 
her remaining guns until slowed down 
by a shell in the engineroom and 
finally struck by a torpedo fired : at 
close range, according to a Japanese 
naval captain’s description of the 
battle of the Java. Sea. 

Describing the sinking of the Exeter, 
he said that the vessel was first hit 
on the evening of February 27 and 
fell out of line. It was not until the 
morning of March 1, the narrator gaid, 
that a big cruiser, supported by two 
destroyers, appeared on the horizon. 
it was the Exeter, hastily repaired, 
coming to rejoin the enemy ‘squadron, 
without knowing that it had. been 
wiped out. 

“When. at the sight of the main 
Japanese squadron, the Exeter altered 
her course, she was already surrounded 
by another Japanese squadron which 
had come up, having heard of the 
battle which had taken place the day 
before. 

‘Concentrated. fire was directed 
against the Exeter, while the two 
enemy destroyers spread a smoke 
screen. The Exeter fought desperately, 
but failed to score a hit on any Japa- 
nese vessel. The gun turrets of the 
Exeter were immediately destroyed, 
her remaining guns fired intermittently, 
but were soon silent, a shell in her 
engine-room caused her to slow down. 
A Japanese destroyer drew in close to 
the cruiser and fired a torpedo. The 
Exeter began to sink stern first, with a 
sharp list to port. Twenty minutes 
after the start of the battle she went 
down to the bottom. 

“The British destroyer Encounter 
courageously shared the fate of the 
Exeter, while an American destroyer 
was sunk by a Japanese destroyer 


while it. was trying to escape east-

wards.”’ 

The Captain claimed that Japanese 
‘Josses in the three-day battle were only 
one destroyer slightly damaged and 
one man wounded, He added, accord- 
ing to the Domei Agency, that one

the remedy suggested by a business- 
man motorist yesterday. ‘‘ As far as 
we can hear,” he said, “ the termina- 
“tion of petrol “me means only that, 
legal motoring will discontinue, because 
the Moguls of the ‘ black market’ are 
not, apparently, to be interfered: with, 
and we can continue to motor if we pay 
about 10s. for a 2-gallon coupon, and 
then 2s. lid. per gallon for the stuff. 
Of course, the price is bound to go up 
when petrol is stopped. We lack civic 
— very much, and few of us have 
the courage to report the racketeers to 
the authorities.”’ 


BASIC ALLOWANCES 


Another business-man asked: ‘‘ Does 
the Minister for Supplies really believe 
that all the motorists who were at 
Baldoyle last Tuesday, at Dalymount, 
Lansdowne road, Croke Park, or Balls- 
bridge, as well as the other race meet- 
ings, dog races, point-to-points, dances, 
theatres, etc. travelled to these 
fixtures and back on their basic allow- 
ances? Isn’t it very much more than 
obvious that only about 50 to 60 per 
cent. of the petro] allowed to lorry and 
tractor owners is being used legitimately 
by them? 1 feel perfectly sure that if 
private owners’ basic allowances were 
trebled there would not be one per 
cent. less mileage done by the lorries, 
vans and tractors.” 

Commenting on the intention to 
allow some motorists within the 
category of essential services, he said 
that. he knew of a parish with an 
administrator, three curates and three 
priests of a secondary school staff, all 
of whom got a full clerical allowance, 
im-spite of the fact that the teachers 
did not need a car for their work. 
“One car,” he said, “should be 
sufficient for the duties of the parish, 
with an allowance of 20 gallons a 
month. Everyone knows of these 
anomalies, some more glaring than 
others.”’ E

FEWER HORSE-SHOES. 
FOR EIRE 


ARM work, the transport of turf, 
F the work of creameries and the 
livelihood of Eire's 6,000 black- 
smiths are seriously threatened by a 
severe shortage of horse-shoes. This, an 
Irish Times reporter learns, has been 
caused by the decision of the British 
authorities to allow the twenty-six 
counties only 250 tons of shoes this 
year, instead of the 2,000 tons which 
are necessary. 

The position is further complicated 
by the fact that for some months past 
there have heen no horse-shoe bars for 
the manufacture. of shoes in the 
countty,:and ‘farmers now have to rely 
entirely on what they can import. 

Mr. M. Dalton, Eire representative 
of the British and Colonial Horse-Shoe 
and Machine Co., Ltd., Walsall, told a 
reporter that, unless the farm horses of 
this country had shoes, Irish far. is 
would find it impossible to do any 
ploughing during the coming spring, 
as per cent. of the ploughing was 
done with horses. It would also be im- 
pass to bring the milk írom the 
arms to the creameries. 

“ All the turf,” said Mr. Dalton, 
““is brought from the bogs to the road- 
side by horses and asses, and rough! 
60 per cent of it is carried to the wall 
way stations on horse-drawn vehicles. 
In a nutshell, if the farmer:cannot get 
shoes for his horses, it will be nearly 
impossible to do any farm work in our 
country.” 

Within the’ past few months Mr. 
Dalton has received appeals for shoes 
from all over Ireland. He showed the 
appeals to our reporter. Single 
farmers and big firms alike point out 
how they will be affected. 

A big co-operative society in 
Mitchelstown, Co. Cork, pointed out 
that last year they exported 1,000 tons 
of butter, 450 tons of packet cheese 
and 500,000 dozen eggs to Great 
Britain. They had a licence to export 
a similar quantity this year, but, unless 
they received horse-shoes, their farmer 
members would be unable to bring their 
milk to the creameries, or their eggs, 
oo and swine to market. If this 

appened, they would not be in a posi- 
tion to carry on with their exports.

He 
said that Deputy Norton had relieved 
him of the responsibility of digging up 
Document No. 2. He begged them to 
read Document No. 2.

MISSIONARY’S WILL 


The President of the Hig Court, Dubli 
yesterday gave leave to ‘Mr. ‘Meredith 
Hardman, Ranelagh, Dublin, retired 
missiopary and District Secretary for the 
China Inland Mission in Eire, to apply for 
letters of administration of the will of May 
27, 1893, and a codicil. of Mrs. Jane 
Geraldine Augusta Blandford, late of 
Kuling, Province of LAOI China, who 

on January 3, 1940. 

Mr. Garrett Gill (instructed by Messrs. 
T. W. Hardman and Sons), who appeared 
for Mr. Hardman..said that his. client was 
acting’ under power of attorney from the 
executor named in the codicil. Mrs. Bland- 
ford and her husband had been missionaries 
in China for many years, and had carried 
on the North-West Kiengsi Mission. She 
left all her property to her husband, Edward 
John Blandford; and when she made the 
codicil the persons named in the will as 
executors were dead. The only alteration 
of the will made in the codicil was to 
appoint as sole executor Dr. Howard G. 
Barrie, Toronto, Canada. 

The trouble was that the codicil did not 
contain any attestation clause; the witnesses 
to the will were dead: and the witnesses to 
the codicil were in Japanese- occupied China, 
and it was not possible to get in touch 
with them. The only assets which Mrs. 
Blandford had in this country was Bank of 
Ireland stock which had been valued at 
£7352 odd, and it was desirable to have the 
stock changed into the name of Mr. Edward 
John Blandford, to whom it had been left.

WORK OF MENDICITY, 


INSTITUTION 
Almost 156,000 meals—11,879 more 


than in the previous year—were served 
in the Mendicity Institution, Dublin, 
last year to hungry people. Men re- 
ceived 135,009 of them, women 19,406, 
and-children 1, 500, and they consisted 
of porridge and milk for breakfast, and 
beef, mutton, vegetables and potatoes 
for dinner, Served at the rate of 
over 35,000 per week, these free meals 
accounted for 4,590 loaves, over five 
tons of oatmeal, 3,249 gallons of milk. 
9,291 Ibs. of beef, nearly 17 tons of 
potatoes over four cwt. of flour, 65 
of bovril, 292 Ibs. of Bisto, 
364 Ibs. of bacon. The gifts received 
by the Institution were: 1,296 gallons 
of milk, two halves of venison, one 
ton and a sack of potatoes, and a sack 
of vegetables. 

There was an appreciable increase 
in the subscriptions last year, but, in 
view of the record number of meals 
supplied and the increased cost -of 
commodities, the committee now ap- 
peals for greater help. The 124th 
annual report of the committee will be 
presented to the annual meeting of 
the Institution next Wednesday.

‘Elizabethan Commentary. By Hilaire 
Belloc, J.ondon: Cassell. Price 7/6 net. 


T the age of seventy, Mr. Belloc 
A is more vital and youthfully pro- 


_ ™ voeative than any writer I know; 
his latest book is a most exciting ad- 
ventvre in history, and whether we 
accept the new slant at which he pre- 
sents the period to our view we can 
all agree that he has illuminated a side" 
of history that has too long been hid 
in the kindly shadows. 

Mr. Belloc, as everybody’ knows, 
writes from the Catholic standpoint, 
and to some readers there may appear 
to be a taste of special pleading about 
it all, But readers who are wise will 
realise that truth is to be found. in 
extremes, and not in the wooden mien 
of yes-no. What “scholars” call the 
middle of the road is usually the 
middle of the ditch. Belloc is not of 
those writers who raise historical 
towers of Babel without any directing 
philosophy—those whose impartiality 
is the impartiality of faith-in-nothing.

What I like best about Belloc is his | 


common-sense about human nature. The 
man who understands the motives of 
his next-door neighbour—or even bet- 
ter of himself—will not be far wrong 
when dealing with remote - historical 
figures. Anybody. who has been—as the 
Americans say—around will appreciate 
his suggestion that a woman’s (in this 
case, Queen Elizabeth’s) temper and 
temperament could be due to a sexual 
abnormality, or, what is more to the 
point here—to one of those ill-fated 
girlhood affaires which can so compli- 
cate and warp a woman’s life. Mr. 
Belloc has many things to say about 
Henry the Eighth and Queen Elizabeth 
that one does not expect to find in 
the films dealing with these personages. 
One must be careful, however, of this 
stripping bare of old sores. Under the 
guise of social or moral improvement 
we often have revelations of disease, 
and these revealers are suspect. How- 
ever, we can nearly always tell 
the sincere critic. As a rule, 
the best remedy for a social sore 
is the ointment of silence which true 


| friends use in public, though they 


may use the probe in private. This 
applies only to a living and funda- 
mentally healthy organism where there 
are pathogenic bacteria liable to infect 
the surrounding tissue—morally speak- 
ing. 

It can be said for Belloc and Catholic 
apologists in general that they have 
never tried to deny the corruption - of 
the clerical life in pre-Reformation 
England. But Belloc may be driving 
the horse a little too hard when he 
claims that there was no popular swing 
in favour of the new religion. One 
can understand the unpopularity of 
feudal religious orders, whose members 
were often a pack of scoundrels—in 
the job as a job and with no vocation 
save the vocation to rob and rape with 
impunity. 

According to Belloc, three things 
were mainly responsible for the 
Reformation :—

For all that, he remained an ex- 
tremist—one of those idealistic extre- 
mists who would achieve their ends 
only by the noblest means. Parlia- 
mentarianism he despised. He was 
Chairman of the reorganised [Irish 
Republican Brotherhood for several 
years before he died (so says John 
Devoy in this book}, although he was 
virtually deaf and almost blind since 
boyhood, and all his fellow-conspirators 
had to talk to him with their fingers. 
That disgust with constitutional 
methods dated from the old antagonism 
between the Davis-Mitchel-Duffy group 
and the declining O'Connell. He saw 
the Liberator in Thurles and paid his 
hard-won half-guinea to attend. the 
banquet that night. These banquets 
were then the order of the day, and 
Kickham’s description of this one gives 
us a heartbreaking picture of this poor 
rising Irish democracy trying to behave 
like “gintlemen.” All Kickham got 
at the banquet was a mutton-bone and 
a bit of bread (for his half-guinea). 
But he was too excited to care. ‘In 
fact T felt the most sovereign contempt 
for the patriots gobbling up soup on 
every side—two patriots to one plate— 
each seeming in mortal terror lest his 
competitor should get a single spoonful 
in advance of him.” This is the sort 
of precious detail for which Mr. 
Maher’s book is well worth combing. 

The romantic Kickham did not, and, 
perhaps, naturally so, get the right 
perspective on that sort of thing; as 
when, again, he found it hard to believe 
John O’Donovan, the antiquary, when 
he quoted O’Connell’s chaplain for his 
authority that “ no man ever despised 
a people more than O’Connell despised 
the Irish people.” Kickham thought 
that this might be just because 
O'Connell was angry at the people 
for turning away to the Young 
Irelanders. Whereas, of course, 
O'Connell did heartily despise the 
people (just as much as he loved them), 
and said so to his friend, Fitzpatrick, 
in a letter—“ Posterity never can 
believe the species of animals with 
which I had to carry on my warfare 
with the common enemy.” It is the 
realist against the sentimentalist, and 
gives us all a precedent for heartily 
reviling this beloved country of: ours 
just as often as we feel like it. It is 
only the sentimentalist who is afraid to 
hate. But that O'Connell gave those 
romantic Young Ivelanders a bad time 


spoiled breakfast who knows ?’’

AMUEL HIERONYMUS GRIMM 
—not to be confused with either 
of the brothers Grimm, writers of 

the famous fairy tales—is the subject 
of Faber and Faber’s latest Art book. 
It is a beautiful production, printed on 
excellent paper, which would be better 
than average even in normal times 
and amply and wonderfully illustrated 
with exampes of Grimm’s work, 

8. Hieronymus Grimm was an 
eighteenth century Swiss painter and 
poet, and his paintings—in oil and 
aquarelle—have a certain charm, apart 
from their historical interest, as illus- 
trations of works of the period. Grimm 
spent a large part of his life in Britain 
and one whole section of the book is 
devoted to paintings of the English 
The comments by Rotha 
Mary Clay, as well as the brief out- 
line of his career, serve to heighten 
one’s appreciation of the painter. 

The book is a highly creditable pro- 
duction, but one w publication 
might well have been postponed until 
after the war, in view of the severe 
paper shortage.

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~ MISSING BICYCLES 


In the Dublin District Court, before Senior 
Justice Hannan, Michael Corcoran (24), 
labourer, 51 North Great George's street, 
Dublin, was remanded on charges of having 
stolen six bicycles over a period extending 
from December 5, 1941. up to February 19, 
1942. Five of the bicycles were taken 
from outside Catholic Churches in various 
arts of Dublin, and one from outside the 
Dublin Savings Bank, Lower Abbey street. 
Four belonged to women, and one was the 
property of a Civic Guard. They varied in 
value from £2 to £8. Corcoran was 
remanded in custody until Friday.

A young Cork girl, Kathleen Barkley, 
charged with being drunk and disorderly, 
was sentenced to 14 days’ hard labour by 
District Justice Hannan in the Dublin 
District Court. A fortnight ago she and 
another girl were found with linked arms 
at midnight, drenk and singing In 
O'Connell street, Dublin.
